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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” Acts 2:1. ‘And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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Seven Great Christian Principles Which Are Neglected 


1. THE LOVE OF CORRECTION. 
“Correction is grievous unto him that 
forsaketh the way; and he that hateth re- 
proof shall die.” Prov. 15:10. It is not 
enough for us to submit to correction, 
or accept it when it is almost forced on 
us, but we are to love to be corrected. I 
don’t mean that we should love it in that 
way that we would go wrong on pur- 
pose, just so we could get some correction. 
After we have done our best to do the 
right thing there will be more room for 
correction than will ever be filled. We 
should all be so hungry and anxious to do 
right that we would invite correction, 
seek correction and welcome correction 
from the Lord and one another. Just any- 
body can say, “Tis none of your business. 
I am just as good as you!” But we are 
practicing a great Christian principle 
when we have the grace to say, when cor- 
rected, “Thank you, I appreciate your 
help. I will do better.” And that must be 
from the heart. 

2. JUSTICE BEFORE HUMAN SYM- 
PATHY. “He was a just man.” Mark 6: 
20. Justice is a great Christian principle. 
It means rectitude, no partiality, or re- 
spect of persons. A truly just person will 
stand for the right if he has to stand 
against his kinsfolk. Any person that will 
take a stand against the church, the pas- 
tor or the teachings of the Assembly, just 
in order to defend a friend or a relative, 
that person needs salvation enough to 
make them just. A just person in the 
office of authority in the church or state 
will not accept bribes, he will not ac- 
cept the efforts of those who try to gain 
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his favor for advantage’s sake. He will 
have no pets nor favorites. He will not 
advance some just because they dance to 
his personal music, and at the same time 
put others on the shelf just because they 
cross some of his pet fancies. Justice is so 





great that God will specialize in it on the 
last great day. 


3. HONESTY BEFORE EASE. “Pro- 
vide things honest in the sight of all 
men.” Rom. 12:17. A man might be hon- 
est without being a Christian, but he 
surely can’t be a Christian without being 


honest. Some people will push themselves 
in debt just as far as they can get on ev- 
ery side; it seems that they would buy out 
Sears-Roebuck and Company, if they 
could get it on credit, and then try to 
justify themselves as honest people just 
because they are not “able” to pay. Real 
honest people are careful not to get in 
debt more than they are able to pay. 
When an honest man is working for 
someone, he will work just as good 
when the “boss” is not looking at him 
as he will when the “boss” is looking 
at him. When an honest man finds some 
money or something someone has lost, he 
will not consider it his just because he 
found it. The lost article belongs to the 
one who lost it. Therefore, he will honest- 
ly try to find the owner of that which 
was lost. He will do like he would like 
to be done. 


4. ABILITY TO SEE ONE’S OWN 
FAULTS. “And anoint thine eyes with 
eyesalve, that thou mayest see.” Rev. 3: 
18. It has been an established fact from 
the beginning of Christianity that the 
truly spiritual, consecrated Christian can 
see his faults. The closer we get to the 
DIVINE, the plainer our  imper- 
fections will show up. Every human has 
his faults or weaknesses, but every human 
does not have the ability to see his own 
faults as clearly as the faults of others. 
And remember, too, that when we are 
looking at what we “think” is a fault in 
the other fellow, about half of the time it 
is not a fault in God’s sight, it is just the 
way we are looking at it. Maybe a little

She rejoiced to hear how God had used speaker after speak- 
er but felt that she could never qualify. Utterly discouraged 
she asked Dr. K. if God could use most any one in Christian 
service. “Use most any one? Of course He can. He used a 
rooster to convict Peter,” smilingly replied the minister as he 
hastened away. The burden began to lift. “If God could use 
a rooster, can’t He use me then? Am I not of more value than 
many roosters?” Taking a pencil, she wrote and rewrote until 
she had the following: ““The Master will use any Christian fol- 
lowing rules adhered to by the rooster.

news; a new day with opportun- 
ities and responsibilities has dawned. Sixth, he never complains 
about having to do the same common task and he does not 
worry about compensations or the recognition he should have.” 
That night she prayed, ““O God of the long ago and God of to- 
day, I realize I am of the common variety but gladly do I put 
myself at thy disposal. I cannot sing but with thy help I can 
crow.” Thirty years have passed since that night, thirty years 
of serving with her minister husband, thirty years of awaking 
sleepers, thirty years of advertising the fine work done by others, 
thirty years of proclaiming the efficacy of the blood, the faith- 
fulness of God and the surety of the Word.

Answer: The Church of God does not 
teach that it is against the Bible to char- 
ter but in the early days of the organi- 
zation a committee was appointed to in- 
vestigate and determine as to whether it 
would be best to charter. It seemed good 
to the committee and to that Assembly 
to which the committee reported not to 


charter as they felt that it would place 


limitations upon the Church. 

Question: Will you please explain } 
Cor. 7:14, especially the last clause, “else 
were your children unclean; but now are 
they holy.”—W. G. W. 

Answer: In those days there were many 
who did not believe in Christianity at all, 
and Paul’s admonition to those who had 
accepted Christ was, not to put away a 
companion simply because he didn’t know 
about or understand Christianity but by 
living with him and showing him the 
way of holiness that he might be sancti- 
fied and brought into the fold. Inasmuch 
as sanctification brings unity, the unity 
of the husband and wife, bringing about 
a Christian home, would help in bringing 
the children up in the way of holiness, 
otherwise a separation might cause the 
children to never find God. 

Question: Eph. 4:5, ‘‘One Lord, one 
faith, one baptism.” Is this baptism the 
baptism of water?—S. C. E. 

Answer: This baptism may mean the 
baptism with water; it may mean the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost, or it may 
mean any other baptism. It makes no dif- 
ference which one, there is only one bap- 
tism for the Jew and the Gentile alike and 
not a different mode for the Jew and a 
different one for the Gentile.

For the past several years TIME maga- 
zine has allowed the reading public to se- 
lect from among the outstanding person- 
alities of the year one man to be known 
as the man of the year. The most out- 
standing personality of 1938 was Adolf 
Hitler, Dictator of Germany. TIME did 
not put his picture on the front page but 
placed instead a picture depicting hatred. 
For the year 1939 Josef Stalin, Dictator 
of Russia, was selected. His picture dis- 
graced the cover of TIME. The time is 
ripe for the superman, whom the world is 
looking for, to step on the scene. His fore- 
runners are taking commanding places in 
the world today. There is a reason for 
Hitler, Stalin and the other dictators act- 
ing as they do. The reason is this: “For 
God hath put in their hearts to fulfill his 
will, and to agree, and give their kingdom 
unto the beast, until the works of God be 
fulfilled” (Rev. 17:17). 

In St. John 9:4 Jesus said, “I must 
work the works of him that sent me, 
while it is day: THE NIGHT COMETH, 
WHEN NO MAN CAN WORK.” It is 
well to remember that between light and 
darkness there is a period known as TWI- 
LIGHT. During that period it is still light 
but the shadows of night are approaching 
and the darkness is near. If spiritual men 
and women can see anything at all they 
can see the approaching shadows of night. 
The “perilous” times the world is now 
enduring are signs of the approaching 
night. Let God’s people see to it that they 
have light. Let them make sure their sup- 
ply of oil shall not fail them now.

The newspapers of January 18 and 19 
brought news of another earthquake in 
Turkey where three weeks previously 
many thousands of people lost their lives 
in another quaking of Mother Earth. Fif- 
ty were killed and 160 injured. I mention 
the frequency of these quakes because 
they were specifically referred to by the 
Son of God. Every time the earth quivers 
under the hand of God it is as the voice 
of God saying, “PREPARE TO MEET 
THY GOD! I AM COMING SOON!” 


MORE ABOUT THE JEWS: A dis- 
patch from Berlin, Germany, dated Jan- 
uary 14, follows: ‘Two years of compul- 
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sory labor was ordered today for all Jews 
between the ages of 14 and 60, in the 
German-ruled section of Poland. The or- 
der, issued by the police and military au- 
thorities in the name of Governor General 
Hans Frank, said the time would be pro- 
longed if the instructive object of the 
service is not attained in the two-year 
period. Jews were ordered to appear at 
specified meeting places with tools or 
hand machinery, if they owned any, and 
food supplies for two days. All were for- 
bidden to dispose of their tools in any 
way. In addition, all Jews and Poles in 
Krakow, Poland’s ancient capital, were 
ordered to surrender all radio sets and 
equipment by tomorrow.” All this, of 
course, driving the Jews to humiliation 
and abject surrender of their spirit and 
morale. The Jews are scheduled to later 
make an agreement, or rather, confirm 
an agreement already made, to dwell in 
their homeland under the protection of 
the Antichrist. These persecutions are 
calculated to make the Jew ready to sub- 
mit to the iron heel of the coming 
WORLD DICTATOR or Antichrist. 
THE SPIRIT OF ANTICHRIST IS 
ON THE FORWARD MARCH. 


During the first week in January the 
Mutual Broadcasting Company an- 
nounced that “ONE OF THE LARGEST 
ARMIES IN THE MODERN HISTORY 
OF THE JEWISH RACE IS BEING 
RECRUITED AND TRAINED TO 
TAKE ITS PLACE ON THE WEST- 
ERN FRONT FOR THE EXPECTED 
ASSAULT BY GERMANY IN THE 
SPRING. Known as THE LEGIONS OF 
JUDEA, the army already has 25,000 
men in training at Aldershot, England, 
and another 10,000 training in France. 
A third unit of Jewish soldiers is being 
formed at Montreal, and is expected to 
number 15,000 during the next month, 
thus bringing the total to 50,000.” Let 
no one think that the sons of Abraham 
cannot fight. The military exploits of 
Joshua and other Jewish leaders are proof 
of the fact that God’s chosen people can 
and will fight. To say the least, this helps 
add up to Paul’s prophecy of “PERILOUS 
TIMES.” 

Much has been said and is being said 
about “good neighbors.” This applies to 


governments as well as individuals. Web- 
ster defines the word “neighborly” as 
meaning, among other things, “social, 
civil, friendly.” During the last presiden- 
tial campaign the so-called Good Neigh- 
bor League functioned. They spread noth- 
ing but hatred and created malice of class 
against class. Countries lying adjacent 
one to another view their neighbors with 
hostility. What can be said of nations is 
almost equally true of individuals and 
families. Why all the lack of confidence? 
Why all the suspicion and unfriendly at- 
titude one toward another? Paul clearly 
saw this day and said of the people that 


they would be “truce breakers—traitors.” 


Our country is cursed today with a so- 
called “Christian Front.” This is a group 
of zealots, the leaders insincere, dogmat- 
ic would-be bosses, preying on the minds 
of innocent, sometimes sincere, patriots. 
The government arrested seventeen of 
them a few days ago for conspiracy to 
kill all the Jews, overthrow the govern- 
ment, establish a dictatorship, etc. They 
went into jail screaming, “Long live 
Christ, the King.”

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From the Linotype machines material 
which has been thus set up, comes to the 
compositor’s table to be assembled and 
made up ready for the presses. The com- 
positor occupies one of the more impor- 
tant places in the print shop. It is his re- 
sponsibility to make up the pages of our 
different periodicals as well as all job 
work that is put out. He has to have a 
knowledge sufficient to enable him to 
display words, so as to make them mean 
what they should, and to place articles 
in their proper places. After corrections 
of proofs have been made by the Lino- 
type operators of the work they have set 
up, these corrections have to be put in by 
the compositor who reads his type back- 
wards, slides out the slugs that are wrong 
and slips in the corrected ones. Such 
headlines and other display work which is 
too large for the Linotype machines, has 
to be set up by the compositor by hand. 
All of this goes to help make the paper 
more attractive. 

The man nearest you in the’ picture is 
Lee Bell, who has been the compositor 
at the Publishing House for several years. 
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Your Compositors 


Brother Bell has been with the Church 
of God Publishing House for about five 
years. He served as a printer with sever- 
al large newspapers in Key West, 
Florida, Miami, Florida, and elsewhere 
before coming to the Church of God 
Publishing House. He has for many years 
had the baptism of the Holy Ghost and 
been a member of the Church of God. 
Brother Bell still helps at the compositor’s 
table, but in addition is now the shop 
foreman of the Publishing House. 

The man fartherest back is Joe R. Lit- 
tle, who came to the Church of God 
Publishing House fifteen years ago. He 
is a native of Texas. For several years he 
has been a pressman. He has been doing 
some composition work all along and 
now, since the promotion of Brother Bell 
to foreman, Brother Little takes quite a 
bit of the compositor’s work. He re- 
ceived the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
over eighteen years ago while in the 
state of Mississippi, and attended the 





Bible School in Cleveland before taking 
a position in the Church of God Pub- 
lishing House. He, of course, as are the 
other hands, is a member of the Church 
of God, and has for several years been a 
preacher, having pastored several of the 
smaller churches around Cleveland.

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Seven Great Christian Principles 
Which Are Neglected

“eyesalve” would help. You know “mole- 
hills” look like mountains to some. 


Give the other fellow the advantage of 
the doubt. Discount 50% of what seems 
to us to be faults in the other fellow, and 
book it to our own account. If we all 
could just think, and remember, that 
“our own faults” are standing out in the 
view of others like Washington’s monu- 
ment, we would be a little slower to crit- 
icize others for their faults. The biggest 
“fault finder” is always the one who has 
the MOST faults. The parent who talks 
and acts like your children are little 
devils and theirs are little angels, needs 
some eyesalve. Oh, to see our own faults 
as clearly as the faults of others is a great 
Christian principle indeed. 

5. WILLINGNESS, TO CONFESS 
OUR FAULTS. Man, man, that is a 
great one. “Confess your faults one to 
another.” Jas. 5:16. 1 suppose the Bible 
means what it says in the above verse. 
That is a plain statement or command- 
ment. Some people will not deny their 
faults, but are too stubborn to confess 
them. I guess it would be possible to go 
to the extreme with confessing faults, but 
in all of my life I have never known of it 
being done. It is said, and I believe it, that 
the hardest words in the English language 
to say are, “I am wrong,” or, “I did 
wrong.” But they can be said, and we are 
practicing a great Christian principle 
when we willingly confess our faults. 
Some people will confess only after they 
are caught. I am a firm believer in holi- 
ness. We must, and we do live above will- 
ful sin. To go to heaven, we must live the 
“overcomer’s life,” and that is Bible holi- 
ness. God forbid that any of the holiness 
people should assume an attitude that they 
are “more holy than thou,” and that they 
absolutely are living above every fault 
and mistake, and that they would be 
ruined forever if they had to admit that 
they had made a mistake. The true 
Christian will never, in this world, be 
perfect in the sight of the people, nor in 
his own estimation, but he can be perfect 
in God’s sight. 

6. THE BLESSEDNESS OF GIVING. 
“And to remember the words of the Lord 
Jesus, how he said, It is more blessed to 
GIVE than to RECEIVE.” Acts 20:35. 
Some people know about this blessedness 
and others do not know. Some of us give 
offerings and pay our tithes, when we 
would feel better if that much was com- 
ing our way. Or in other words, we get 
more blessing out of receiving than we 
do out of giving. “So let him give, not 
grudgingly, or of necessity, for God loves 
a CHEERFUL giver.” This means that 
when you give an offering, or do some 
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work for the church, or pay your tithes, 
or do some neighborly deed for some one, 
you are not to wrinkle up your face and 
complain and growl about it; neither are 
you to keep on talking about what great 
sacrifices you have made for the church; 
neither are you to brag and boast about 
what you have done, and make people be- 
lieve that you just wanted to be praised 
and looked up to and given the leadership 
in the church just because you had done 
more in the church than some others. We 
have only done OUR PART when we 
have done OUR BEST. If somebody else’s 
BEST is fewer dollars than our BEST, 
it is just as great in God’s sight as our 
big BEST. We must count it a happy, 
joyful, cheerful, delightful privilege to 
do right,—giving, paying tithes, helping 
in the church work, serving and sacri- 
ficing. 

7. Last but not least, GAINING 
MORE KNOWLEDGE. “Study to shew 
thyself approved unto God.” 2 Tim. 2: 
15. Teachers are given for the perfecting 
of the saints. Eph. 4:12. ““Wisdom is the 
principal thing; therefore get wisdom; 
and with all thy getting get UNDER- 
STANDING.” Prov. 4:7. And yet, after 
the Bible and other good books and Evan- 
gels and helpful literature have been 
placed right at our fingertips, just for 
a few pennies, some of our people will 
allow Satan to make them feel safe and 
content without knowing the A B C’s of 
Christianity. And mark, this, my brother, 
the only way the Holy Ghost can lead us 
into all truth is for us to read and study 
the WORD OF TRUTH. Work, dig, 
seek, apply ourselves and help ourselves 
the best we can. Go to Bible School if 
we can. If we can’t, then take one of 
those good Correspondence Courses. Read 
the New Testament through first. Then 
read the Old Testament through. Read 
and reread. Memorize all the most im- 
portant passages that you can. If your 
eyes are weak, you can get a Bible with 
large print. If you can’t read, get your 
children or somebody to read some of 
the Bible to you every day. If you don’t 
care much about the Bible and the knowl- 
edge of God, then get on your knees and 
pray through to the victory of salvation 
and then you will CARE, then you will 
wake up and get busy. When we know 
more, we can do more for God.
